The  writer  states  that  a  letter  has  just  lieen  receiv¬ 
ed  there  from  W.  Newel,  Fisq.  who  resides  on  the 
Grand  Prairie,  in  Illinois,  urgently  calling  lor  aid  to 
re|X'l  the  incursions  of  the  Indians. 

Mr.  Newel  is  represented  to  have  stated  that  the 
Indians,  in  strong  lorce  were  advancing  into  the  set¬ 
tlements  on  Grand  Prairie,  carrying  desolation  Ix'lore 
them.  On  the  2.5d  of  May,  they  were  on  Hickory 
Creek,  in  Illinois,  about  seventy  miles  from  l.afayeltc. 
C)n  Monday  the  21st,  alsnii  three  hundred  jH^rsons 
collected  on  the  frontier  of  Indiana,  that  had  fled 
from  their  habitations  on  the  (irand  Prairie,  and 
abandoned  their  homes. 

On  \\  ediiesihiy.  May  2ld,  alMiul  SOO  volunteers, 
all  mounted,  left  Danville,  lllitiois,  for  the  scene  of 
w:ir.  On  Thursday,  a  com|viny  oi’tit’ty  left  (biving- 
ton.

From  fifty  to  a  huiulred  voliiiitiers  left  Warren  coun¬ 
ty.

He  Axas  aa-cII  known  to  exercise  a  iK  tiev- 
oleiii'i'  iH-yond  liis  means;  and  the  Avriteroftliis  has 
oei  asion  to  know, — tliongli  Mr.  Clark  was  ignorant 
tliat  he  knew  il,  as  his  retired  and  quiet  sjiirit  would 
have  had  all  men  ignorant, — that  his  secret  charities 
were  oftlie  most  delicate,  mimifieenl,  and  imostenia- 
tionscliaracter.  'To  the  serviee  oftlie  |)iiiisli  ofClirist 
Cluirch  lie  not  only  devoted  liis  time,  his  intinence, 
and  liis  exertions,  hilt  he  embarked  in  its  interests  a 
great  |)ortion  of  bis  little  priqn-rty ;  and  it  may  Ih'  said 
witlioiit  |>resmiiption,  in  more  st-nses  than  one,  tliat 
the  zeal  of  (jihI’s  house  roiisnined  him.

He 
was  always  on  tlie  side  of  sound  sense,  sound  priiiei- 
ple,  giMwl  order  and  giMsl  monils.  He  was  a  devoted, 
exemplary,  and  consistent  Christian.  He  was  a 
Chnreliinaii  ihrinigh  and  through.  He  wished,  dur¬ 
ing  his  sickness,  liir  the  prayers  iirovided  liir  him  by 
Ins  mother,  the  Cliureh,  and  lie  would  have  no  other. 
Her  services,  as  they  A\ere  the  etioioo  and  glory  of 
his  manhood,  so  they  were  the  refreshnient  of  bis  old 
age,  and  the  solace  of  bis  death.

boasted  to  the  Pope  (which  was  then  ('lenu  nt  the 
Eighth,)  ‘  'I'hat  though  he  had  lately  said,  he  nev¬ 
er  met  with  an  English  hook  whose  write/  deserved 
the  name  of  an  author ;  yet  there  now  appeared  a 
wonder  to  them,  and  it  would  he  so  to  his  Holi¬ 
ness,  it  it  were  in  Latin;  fora  poor  obscun*  I'lig- 
lish  priest  had  wrote  four  such  hooks  of  laws  and 
church-polity,  and  in  a  sUle  that  expressed  so 
grave  and  such  humble  majestv,  with  clear  ileiiKm- 
Ktration  ol  reason,  that  in  all  tlieir  readings  thev 
had  not  met  with  any  that  exceeded  him.’  Anil 
this  begot  in  the  pop«>  an  earnest  desire  tliat  Dr.

His  books  will 
get  reverence  'oy  ag(‘,  for  there  is  in  them  such 
seeds  of  t  ternity,  that  if  the  rest  be  like  this,  thev 
shall  last  till  the  last  tire  shall  consume  all  learn-

and  mature  minds  to  dwell  with  rapture.  It  is  in 
vain  to  condemn  fictitious  story,  so  long  as  we 
all  remain  humid  to  the  glens,  ami  lakes,  and  high¬ 
lands  of  Scotland,  by  the  spell  ot  a  mightier  magi¬ 
cian  than  .Eschyhis  or  Shakspeare.  I  lassical  litera¬ 
ture  is  the  established  standard  throughout  Eunjpe 
of  high  intellectual  and  liberal  attainments.  'I  he  j 
leading  puritans  of  New -England,  and  the  great 
body  of  protestant  clergy  evi“rywher«‘,  no  less  than 
the  fathers  of  the  primitive  church  were  sholars  of 
the  first  order.  Let  us  take  a  sample  from  among 
ten  thousand,  the  Uev.  ,Iohn  Cotton,  styled  the 
Jutlier  and  of  Itoston.  Hr*  was  advaiu’ed  in 

earlv  lil'e,  bv  reason  of  his  great  learning  as  aschol- 
ar,to  a  fellow  ship  in  the  Eiiiilish  university  ot  (  am- 
bridge.  His  skill  in  the  Hebrew,  Cn  r  k  and  Lat¬ 
in  languages,  as  well  as  in  textual  rlivinity  _was 
unrivalled.  His  industry  was  extraordinary.  He 
wrote  and  spoke  Latin  with  easi*,  and  with  (  icr'ro- 
nian  eloquiuice,  and  vet  can  any  one  doulit  ol  his 
rcliirious  zeal  ?  He  was  distinguished  as  a  strict 
and  orthodox  prear  her,  pre-eiiiim  nt  among  his 
coteinporaries  lor  the  sanctity  of  his  characti'r  and 
the  fervor  ol  his  ilevotion.  He  dii’d  as  he  had  liv¬ 
id,  in  the  raptures  of  belief,  that  he  w  as  immedi¬ 
ately  to  join  in  the  joys  and  worship  of  the  saints  in

Nor  was  this  high,  the  only  testimony  and  com¬ 
mendations  given  to  his  books  ;  for  at  the  first 
coming  of  king  .lames  into  tliis  kingdom,  he  in¬ 
quired  of  the  Archbishop  U  hilgift  for  his  friend 
Air.  llookiT,  that  writ  the  books  of  church-politv  ; 
to  which  the  answer  was,  that  he  died  a  vear  before 
(^ueen  Elizabeth,  who  receivid  the  sad  news  of 
his  death  w  ith  very  much  sorrow  :  to  w  Inch  the 
King  replied,  ‘  And  I  receive  it  w  ith  no  less,  that 
I  shall  w  ant  the  desired  happiness  of  seeing  and 
discoursing  with  that  man,  from  whose  books  I 
have  received  such  satisl’actioii.  Indeed,  my 
Lord,  I  have  rc'ceived  more  satisfaction  in  reading 
a  leaf,  or  paragraph,  in  Mr.  Hooker,  though  it 
w  ere  liiit  about  the  fashion  of  churches,  or  church- 
music,  or  the  like,  but  ifspeciallv  of  the  sacra¬ 
ments,  than  1  have  had  in  the  reading  particular 
large  treatises  written  but  of  one  of  those  subji'cts 
by  others,  thouoli  very  learned  men.  And,  1  ob¬ 
serve,  there  is  in  Mr.  Hooker  no  affected  lan¬ 
guage;  but  a  grave,  comprehensive,  cli-ar  inani- 
festation  of  reason  ;  and  that  backed  with  the  au¬ 
thority  of  the  Scripture,  thi'  fathers,  and  school¬ 
men,  and  with  all  law,  both  sacred  and  civil.  And 
thou:.di  many  others  w  rite  well,  yet  in  the  next  age 
thi'V  will  be  forgotten  :  but  doubtless  there  is  in 
every  page  of  Mr.  Hooker's  book  the  jiicture  of  a 
divine  soul ;  such  pictures  of  truth  and  reason, 
and  drawn  in  so  sacred  colors,  that  they  shall  nev¬ 
er  lade,  but  give  an  immortal  memory  to  the  au¬ 
thor.’

The  |»arsonage  of  l»omne  is  from  (’anterbmy 
three  miles,  and  near  to  the  coininon  road  that 
leads  from  that  city  to  Dover ;  in  w  hich  parsonage 
IMr.  Hooker  had  not  been  twelve  months,  but  his 
books,  and  the  iimocency  and  saiu  tity  of  his  life 
became  so  remarkalde,  that  many  turned  out  of 
tl'.e  road,  and  others  (scliolars  especially)  went 
puipo !y  to  see  the  man,  whose  life  and  learning 
were  so  much  admired.  And  alas!  as  our  Sa¬ 
viour  said  of  St.  .lohn  IJaptist,  “What  went  tiiey 
out  to  s(‘e  I  a  man  clothed  in  purple  and  tine  lin- 
<11 !”  No,  indeed;  but  an  oliscnre  harmless 
man  ;  a  man  in  |)oor  clothes,  his  loins  usually  girt 
ilia  coarse  gown,  or  canonical  coat  ;  ol  a  iuea:i 
stature,  and  >toopin:i,  and  yet  more  lowly  in  the 
thoughts  of  his  soul :  his  body  worn  out,  not  w  ith 
age,  but  study  and  holy  inorlilications ;  his  face 
full  of  heat-pimples,  begot  by  his  inactiv  ity  and  sc- 
dent  irv  life.  Ami  to  this  true  character  ot’  his  per¬ 
son,  let  me  add  this  of  his  disposition  and  Ix  ha- 
\ionr:  Hod  and  nature  blessed  him  with  so  ble>s- 
ed  a  bashfulness,  that  as  in  his  younger  days  his 
piqiils  might  easily  look  him  Aiiit  of  countenance, 
so  neither  then,  nor  in  bis  age,  did  he  ever  w  illing- 
Iv  look  any  man  in  the  face ;  and  was  of  so  mibi 
and  humble  a  nature,  that  his  poor  parish  cl<  rk  and 
he  did  never  talk  but  with  both  their  liats  on,  or 
both  off,  at  the  same  time ;  and  to  this  may  be 
added,  that  though  he  was  not  purblind,  yet  he  was 
short  or  weak  sighted  ;  and  where  he  fixed  bis 
<‘yes  at  th"  beginning  of  his  sermon,  there  they 
continued  till  it  was  emded ;  and  the  reader  has  a 
liberty  to  believe  tiiat  his  modesty  and  dim-sight 
were  some  of  the  reasons  why  he  trusted  Airs. 
Hhurchman  to  choose  a  wife  for  him. 


A  nous  rr.  vcTicE  of  iiis  w men  needs  to  he 


He  never  failed  the  Sunday  before  every  Em¬ 
ber-week  to  give  notice  of  it  to  his  parishoni  rs, 
persuading  them  both  to  fast,  and  the  n  to  double 
their  devotions  for  a  learned  and  |>ious  clergy,  but 
especially  for  the  last ;  saying  olu-n,  that  ‘  tb<‘  life 
of  a  pious  clergyman  was  visible  rhetoric,  and  so 
convincing  that  the  most  godless  men  (though  they 
would  not  deny  themselves  thi'  enjoyment  of  thnr 
present  lusts)  did  yet  secretly  wish  themselves  like 
those  of  the  strictest  lives.’  And  to  what  he  per¬ 
suaded  others,  he  added  his  ow  n  exam|)lo  of  fast¬ 
ing  and  jiraver ;  and  did  usually  every  Fmber- 
Wi'ek  take  from  the  parish  clerk  the  key  of  the 
church  door,  into  wiiich  place  he  n  tired  every  day, 
and  locked  himself  up  for  many  hours;  and  did 
the  like  most  Fridays,  and  other  days  of  fasting. 


j  About  the  yi'nr  1000,  and  of  his  age  forty-six,  he 
I  fell  into  a  long  and  sharp  sickness,  occasionetl  by 
!  a  cold  taken  in  his  passage  by  water  betwixt  Lon- 
j  don  and  Hriivesend  :  from  the  malignity  ol'  which 
j  he  was  never  recovered;  for,  after  that  time  till 
i  his  di-ath,  h<“  was  not  free  from  thoughtful  days 
i  and  restb  ss  nights;  but  a  submission  to  his  will 
1  that  makes  the  sick  man's  bed  easy,  by  giving  rest 
'  to  his  soul,  made  his  vitv  langui-ihiiumt  coniforta- 
1  ble  :  and  yet  all  this  tiim-  he  w  as  solicitous  in  his 
i  study,  and  said  oi'teii  to  Dr.  Saravia  (who  saw  him 
j  daily,  and  was-the  chief  coml'ort  of  his  life.)  that 
1*110  tlid  not  beg  a  long  lif<‘  of  (ion,  I'or  any  other 
reason,  but  t(»  live  to  finish  his  tliree  remaining 
books  of  Polilij;  and  then,  I,oaD,  let  thtj  serranl 
depart  in  peace;'  which  was  his  usual  expression. 
And  (ioD  lu-anl  his  prayers,  though  he  denied  the 
('hnreh  the  benefit  of  tlu  in  as  coinpletetl  by  him¬ 
self:  and  it  is  thought  he  hastemnl  his  own  (bnitli. 
I>v  hastening  to  give  lit’e  to  his  books.  I’nt  this  is 
cintain,  that  the  nearer  he  was  to  his  death,  the 
mon*  he  gnwv  iii  humility,  in  holy  thoughts  and 
resoliition.;. 

About  a  mo;ith  before  his  death,  this  good  man, 
'that  never  knew,  or  at  least  never  considered,  the 
Ipb  asiires  of  tin*  palate,  became  first  to  lose  his 
i  ap|)etite.  and  tin'll  to  have  an  averseness  to  all 
I  food,  in-omuch,  that  he  sei  ined  to  live  sonn*  inter- 
j  initled  wi-eks  bv  the  smell  of  meat  only,  and  yi'l 
j  still  studied  atnl  wrote.  And  now  his  guardian 
I  angel  seemed  to  foretell  him,  that  his  years  w  «'re 
I  passed  awav  as  a  shadow,  bidding  him  prepan*  to 
'  follow  tin*  gi'neration  ol’  his  fatln'rs,  for  tin*  day  of 
;  his  dissohilion  drew  near:  for  which  his  vigorous 
soul  appeari'd  to  thirst.
